Brainerd is losing a lot of 
trade th a t it should have on this very ac­ 
count. 
The farmers th a t are accessible J 
to Brainerd go elsewhere."

T h e national convention of the Broth­ 
erhood of Railway C arm en is being held 
at Buffalo this week and Bort Sabin, of 
this city, represents tho local unions. 
One of th e important questions to be 
considered at this meeting is tho pro­ 
jected amalgamation of th e order of 
Railway C arm en of America and the I n ­ 
ternational C a r Workers. 
A meeting of 
the press committee of the Railway C a r ­ 
men of America was held

previous to the convention and the pro­ 
jected amalgamation fell th ro u g h . 
I ti s 
still believed, however, t h a t th e two or­ 
ganizations will open up negotiations 
this week again.

“The rock upon which they split yes 
terday in Convention hall was th e ne 
gro question. 
The majority wouldn't 
knuckle down to the minority.

other words, the Brotherhood of Rail 
way Carmen, with 'IO,(XX) mernyers and 
about 400 delegates, refused to sur 
render on the negro question to the I n ­ 
ternational Association of C a r 
W o rk ­ 
ers, with a membership of 2,000 or 3,- 
000 and forty live delegates. 
T h e other question as to riMliation 
with the American Federation of L a ­ 
bor, upon which the car 
workers are 
said 
to in-ist, is less of a stum bling 
block th a n the rn gro question. 
“ We m ight agree on affiliation "with 


the Federation," said a member of the 
g ra n d lodge of Railway Carmen, last 
evening, “but never on the question 
of a d m itting the negro on an equality. 
T h e only way to get around th at would 
be by auxiliary lodges. 
T he Federation 
of Labor question could 
be settled in 
sh o rt order. 
The real stum bling block 
is the negro situation.” 
“T here was too much wire pulling b e ­ 
tween the grand lodge officers on both 
sides of the fence,” said a plain private 
in 
tile ranks of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Carmen when asked to explain 
the failure of the negotiations to amal 
gamate. 
“Honestly,” 
said this carman, 
“ I 
thin k if the two organizations could 
have barred the g rand lodge officers 
from their conventions entirely and left 
this amalgamation question to the man 
who was chosen temp >rary chairman, 
to g eth er with the rank and tile, both 
bodies would now be am algamated.'’
